laſt day of A-g:ſt laſt by-paſt, did Adjourn this Our currant Parliament to 
the Eight day of November inſtant ; and whereas the preſent ſtate of Our 
 Afﬀairs does not require the Meeting of Our Parliament ſo ſoon as the ſaid 
Day to which it was Adjourned. Therefore, We with Advice of the Lords 
of Our Privy Council.are Reſolved to Continue the ſaid Adjournment, trom 
the {aid Eight Day of Norember inſtant,to the Fifth Day cf March 1700next 
to come. And that the Members of Our ſaid Parliament be not put ro un- 

neceſſary Trouble and Charges before that time, We do hereby with Advice 
foreſaid continue the Adjournment of Our ſaid Parliament from the ſaid eight 
day of Nowb>r inſtant, to the ſaid fifth day of March next to come 1700 
years; And We do hereby with Ad yice foreſaid Order and Require all the 
Members of Our (aid Parliament to attend the ſaid fifth day of March next 
to come atEdi»burgh,in the aſual manner,8& under the Certificationscontained 
in th: ſeveral Ads of Parliament made thereanent. Our Will is heref ore,and We 
Charge you ſtritly and Command, that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, 
ye paſs to the Mercat-Croſs of Edinbergh, and to the other Mercat-crofles of 
the remanent baill Head-Burghs of the ſeveral Shires and Stewartries of this 
Our ancient: Kingdom,& thereat,by open Proclamation,make Intimation,that 
Our ſaid Parliament is Adjourned to the ſaid fifth day of Marchnext to come. 
And Ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed. Given under Our Signet at Edin- 

 burgh the fourth day of November, And of Our Reign the Eleventh year 1699.
